Louifiana 1s moftly a foreft.z the greater 
part of its white inhabitants are Roman 
catholics, of French and Spanifh extrac- 
tion ; but neither their number, nor 
that of the negroes whom they hold in 
bondage, is known. The metropolis ot 
Louifiana is New-Orleans, which is fitua- 
ted on the Eaft bank of the Mifliffipi, 
one hundred and five miles from its 
mouth, 

‘© The Ploridas (according to Mr. Liv- 
ingfton’s defcription) are a narrow ftrip 
of barren land.” Lying Eaftof the Mif- 
fiflippt, they extend in length about one 
thoufand miles ; and in no part are more 
than a bindred and fifty miles wide.— 
They are fituated South of Georgia ; and 
aré bounded by that State, by the Atlantic 
Ocean and by the gulph of Mexico ; and 
Weflerly they border on the Miffifippi, 
from its mouth to the Georgia line. The 
principal town in Weit Florida is Penfa- 
cola; in Eaft Florida, St. Augufline.— 
The inhabitants are maflers and /laves. 


The river Miffiflippi, together with ts 


Eaftern branches, (as Do€tur Morfe fays, 
in his Univerfal Geography,) waters frve- 
eights of the United States. That noble 
river beirg the only road to market for a 
vaft and tertile country, whofe inhabitants 
are rapidly increafing ; its free navigation 
is of primary importance to this nation : 
and almoft equally important and neceff- 
ary is it that the people of the. States, 
paffing down the river, fhould have fome 
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convenient and-eflablifhed piace whereto 
unlade and depofit their cargoes. In the 
year 17¢6, Spain, by a folemn treaty, ftip- 
ulated that New-Orleans fhould be open 
and free for the people of the United 
States, as aplace of depofit. In”§®o2, 
Louifiana was ceded by Spain to France ; 
and the Spaniards, after this ceflion, and 
while {till holding poffefion of New-Ote 
leans, dented to the people of the States 
the privileges of depofit, which they had 
lacredly pledged... The treaty having been 
ved, on the part of Spain, many 
thought the national hon 


thus + 
ur required that 
the perfidy and infult fhould be refented 
and punifhed ; and that New-Orleans 
ought to be wrefled from the hands of its 
perfidious pofleffors. The adminiftration 
purfued an oppofite courfe. Mr. Monroe, 
furnifhed withtwo millions of dollars, was 
difpatched to France to open a negotiation. 
Previous to his arrival, Mr. Livingfton, 
refident in France, favoured by a molt for. 
tunate concurrence of ciicumftances, had 
already prefented his memorial to the firt 
conful, and was negotiating for the pur- 
chafe of Louifiana ; which purchafe was 
finally made, for the fum (it we have it 
correét) of fifteen million and about @ 
quarter of a million of dollars. Report 
fays, that Mr. Monroe has repaired to 
Madrid, to negotiate with the Spaniards 
an exchange of Louifiana, or fome part of 
it, for the Floridas. 


This is a concife hiftory of the fubje ; 
and in this authentic fhape it comes be- 
fore the public,~It is a fubjeé of vait im. 
portance, and applies to the intereft and 
bofom of the whole nation. In the en- 
fuing difcuffions, it fhall be canvaffed

Wrom a Memoir of the Honourable Rosext R. 

* Livinestos, Esq. American Ambassador in 
France, to Dr. Mircneut, for the Agricultural 
Society in New-York, dared Paris, October 10, 
1802. 


N an excurfion I lately made 
into Flanders,” writes Mr. Livingfton, * [| 
’ obferved at fome diftance froin the road, 
feveral large beds of earth, that appeared to 
me to emit {moke and flame, while two 
men were tending it... 1 ftopped the pofl- 
chaife and went to examine it. I jound 
that it was Pyrites fufficiently impregne- 
‘ted with fulphur to burn when dry, This 
was laid on beds and fet on fire. They 
endeavored to extinguifh the fire when the 
afhes were of a redcolour. It it burned 
longer, it became black and the quality was 
not fo good. This earth fo burned, was 
erfily reduced toa powder by a wooden 
n allet, and inthis flate -was carried on the 
backs of Affes forty or fifty mules asa 
manure, ana was ufed particularly tor grafs 
at the rate of about fix buthels the acre. 
The feed grain was alfo covered with: it, as 
with riplirh in our country. This cir. 
cumflance induces a beliet that the fulphur 
in acid is, both in this and in the gypfum, 
the fertilizing principle, and may fuggett 
many other ways of applying that cheap 
material to the purpofe of agriculture. 1: 
is very prefumable that in this very flow 
combuttion, the fulpherte acid is ablorbed 
by the afhes, or other earth, while the in- 
flammable matter is diflipated ; and that the 
union of the alkali and the acid forms a 
falt not unlikein its Chemical relations, to 
gypfum, or perhaps one that is more folu- 
ble, more impregnated wiihtheacid.

NOTE, 

* Though press-warrants have in times of war, 
been frequently issued and executed in England, 
they are viewed tLere as illegal and directly oppo- 
site to the spirit of the British constitution : and it 
is believed that ifa man, in defence of his own 
iberty, should kill one or more of a press-gang that 
should attempt to carry him off, there is no Eng- 
lish law which could condemn hin. 

Press-warrants are not signed by a civil magis- 
trate, but by an officer of the admiralty. In the 
year 1770, the Lord Mayor of London was re- 
quested to back a press-warrant by his signature : 
the mayor refused, and presented to their Lord- 
ships a bold and spirited remonstranee. The same 
year a press-gang entered the house of one Lewis, 
a plate-glass grinder in: London ; and, on his refus- 
ingto go with them, they dragged him into the 
street, and Otherways abused him. Lewis after- 
ward apprehending one of the gang, was by letter 
from the admiralcy-board, ofleved reparation ; which 
te refused, and carried the matrer before a civil 
¢ourt : how it finally terminated the writer of this 
article has not the means of knowing.

In the Houfe of Commors on tke gd

“Mr. Lifton, the kng- 
ifh ambaffador, is fill at the Hague ; but 
report fays he jeaves there in the morn- 
ing for fome part of Germany. It is faid 
tobe Mr. Lifton’s opinion that the war 
wil] have a very long continuance.
